Need for More Hospital Facilities 
Indicated by Public Opinion Poll 


Evidence that many residents of 
Newton and Wellesley feel that 
Newton- Wellesley Hospital does 
not have adequate capacity and 
should be modernized and enlarged 
is indicated in early returns from 
the Poll of Public Opinion recently 
sent out by the hospital, it was 
announced today by Neil Leonard, 
a member of the hospital’s board 
of trustees and chairman of its 
building fund movement. 

Analysis of initial returns from 
the questionnaires, which were 
sent to several thousand citizens 
in the area served by the hospital, 
shows that 93 percent of those who 
have replied thus far believe that 
certain sections of the hospital 
should be expanded, Mr. Leonard 
said. He termed this expression 
of opinion, “further proof of the 
community need for the greater 
hospital which is planned follow- 
ing the completion of our $2,250,- 
000 building fund program now 
in progress.”

Word that their son, Sgt. John 
L. Cronin, 27, was accidentallly 
drowned in the Meuse River in 
Belgium late in June has been re- 
ceived from the War Department 
by Mr. and Mrs. Eugene F. Cronin 
of 33 Henshaw street. West New- 
ton. They also received word 
from the chaplain of his division 
that Sgt. Cronin was buried in a 
cemetery in Holland, where 11,000 
Americans are interred. 

Sgt. Cronin was born in Newton 
on June 18, 1918. He entered the 
Army on May 18. 1942 and went 
overseas last December, arriving 
in Belgium three months ago. He 
had served with the Army Trans- 
portation Corps. 

He was one of five sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Cronin who joined the 
armed services. The other four 
sons are Pfc. Norman who is in 
Germany; Lt. Eugene A. stationed 
in New Orleans, La., Capt. Charles 
in England and Pfc. Robert J. 
who recently returned home after 
spending five months in a German 
prison camp.

It has a coal famine. Like a wagon without a horse, it larks 
the power to start. Until the coal shortage is solved, there is 
little chance that Europe’s shattered economy can be rebuilt 
or that any sizable trade with the United States can he revived, 
says Time. 

The only remedy that France suggests is to nationalize its 
coal mines. It seems to have the idea that state socialism of 
industry, such as the Hitler government, established, will in 
some miraculous manner encourage increased production, even 
though it destroys the incentive that flows from individual 
opportunity. 

According to the latest figures, this fuel year will see the 
United States 37 million tons short of its coal needs. We tried 
temporary socialization of the coal mines as a remedy for coal 
strikes. The result was not surplus coal but continued short- 
ages. 

One gloomy official in the European area says: “It the 
people don’t get coal, you can count on chaos and revolution.” 
That would mean less coal and more freezing. Wc had the modern 
revolution — strikes — in the United States mines when our coun- 
try faced its greatest war danger. And the result was less coal. 
It takes more than revolution and government seizure of prop- 
erty to get production. Until the people learn this, they must 
expect suffering. 

Like The Mouse And The Lion 

Wc have heard so much about rationing, price control, 
ceilings, reconversion and postwar planning, that we are all 
pretty much confused. But one fact is standing out more clearly 
every day: The retailer, who from the beginning of the war 
has been treated largely as non-essential, is now recognized as 
the connecting link between the buyer and the producer, upon 
which the success of any reconversion plan rests. Stripped of 
manpower, stripped of many essential commodities and food 
products, the retailer has in some way managed to keep articles 
on his shelves that enabled consumers to supply their needs. 

The keen competition between chain stores and indepen- 
dent! and between chain stores themselves, is a governor that 
controls attempts by price gougers to cash in on scarcities. 
The independent and the chain store have a common interest 
in seeing that, goods flow to the consumer in the greatest quan- 
tity. at the lowest cost, because they both depend on volume 
for their existence. It. is therefore highly essential that in post- 
war planning which involves employment and production, the 
retailer's position be given greater consideration than ever be- 
fore. Any artificial hampering of his operations retards the 
flow of manufactured goods, agricultural products and employ- 
ment. It is time that both national and state legislative bodies 
recognized the fact that production and retailing are like the 
fable of the mouse and the lion.

Charter Ratified 

The R'gnificant feature of the 
ratification of the. United Nations 
Charter by the U.S. Senate by a 
vote of 89 to* 2 is not so much the 
actual ratification but the tremen- 
dous margin by which it was ac- 
complished. Even it' the pairs and 
absentees are taken into account, 
there were only three Senators 
who could be counted against the 
Charter. Lunger of No. Dakota 
and Shipstead of Minnesota are 
old-time isolationists and their vote 
has long since been discounted. 
The same may he said of poor old 
Hiram Johnson of Califoria, the 
grizzled veteran who opposed the 
League of Nations in 1919. Even 
Senator Capper of Kansas, another 
recalcitrant of 1919, voted for the 
current Charter. 

There is another significant 
feature of the usually slow-mov- 
ing Senate’s action. That is the 
speed with which it placed the 
United States on record before 
the rest of the world. We are the 
first major power to ratify. Three 
relatively small countries have al- 
ready ratified the Charter. Let 
u • hope that all the other major 
powers, especially Russia, will fall 
in line reasonably promptly. 

Churchill's Defeat 

I trust that nobobdy will over- 
look for an instant the repercus- 
sions which will almost surely 
follow in the wake of the startling 
upset in the recent elections in 
England. To be sure, commenta- 
tors across the* sea have taken 
pains to point out that Winston 
Churchill did NOT suffer a per- 
sonal defeat. It is said that i.t 
was the Conservative party and 
its policies which went down in- 
gloriously. Churchill, the r»an, 
remains in the public eye. Fur- 
thermore, now that he has taken 
the sensatioilal action of declining 
u knighthood of the Order of the 
Garter, it is obvious to his friends 
and foes alike that this indomit- 
able fighter intends to continue 
battling for the policies in which 
he believes so earnestly. The point 
seems to hi- that the title of Sir 
Winston Churchill might cramp 
his style in debate and action in 
the House of Commons. That 
sounds reasonable. 

Now. let us consider the re- 
action of the average man on the 
street in this country. He has 
followed the English elections 
rather closely and has, in thous- 
ands of cases, been quietly sym- 
pathetic with the deposed Premier. 
However, some of these same 
people have also recognized the 
fact that his departure from high 
office MAY not be as tragic as >t 
seems at first. For one thing, 
everybody appears to feel that Mr. 
Atlee will, in tne main, follow the 
Churchill foreign policy in con- 
nection with *the Japanese war 
and the new United Nations Char- 
ter. He will not. however, follow 
the Churchill policies in Greece, 
Jugoslavia, India and a number of 
I other countries. Most important 
of all. in this writer's opinion, is 
the general expectation that Mr. 
Atlee will pursue a slightly dif- 
ferent course with relation to 
Russia. Now that Churchill is no 
longer ut the helm we may as 
I well admit frankly that there was 
never any love lost between Mar- 
> shal St albi a»d Winston Churchill. 
When Mr. Roosevelt was alive, he 
bridged the gap between these two 
men to such an extent that a 
superficial observer was lulled into 
a feeling of security. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s sudden death changed that 
situation materially. In this con- 
! nection. may I suggest the possi- 
bility that Marshal Stalin may 
have come to have a high regard 
for our new President, who is 
: more a man of the common people. 

Let us never forget that the 
1 new Charter will never amount to 
| anything at all UNLESS our re- 
! lations with Russia are those of a 
I trusting friend and ally. That 
! goes for England also. 

Considering the domestic 
I Considering the domestic ,cene. 
has it occurred to my read- 
ers that our English friends are 
| subcon -eiously seeking a New Deal 
; of their own? Perhaps it is Win- 
ston’s Churchill's tremendous con- 
servatism in domestic matters 
which h.is finally brought about 
bis downfall. There has always 
been a huge gap between classes 
in England. The war has helped 
to close this gap to a certain ex- 
tent. Any English fighting man 
will tell you that. He will also 
tell you thut he would like to see 
the various classes come even 
closer together. 

Next week 1 shall touch on the 
affect which Mr. Atlee's new poli- 
cies on the strictly home front will 
have on our own domeatic economy.

Pour the mix- 
ture into greased custard cups and bake in a pan of hot water 
in a moderate oven (350 deg. F.) for about 30 minutes. Turn 
the timbales onto a hot platter. Garnish with slices of lemon 
and serve immediately, or serve with hot tomato sauce or Spanish 
sauce.

Capt. Pescosolido 

Awaiting 

Reassignment

ATLANTIC CITY. N. J., July 
9 — When the going got tough in 
France last December, the Ger- 
mans resorted to trickery. Don- 
ning civilan clothes, they tried 
to infiltrate through our lines. 

But the vigilance of rapt. Amato 
Pescosolido, Jr., of 14 Melville 
avenue. Newtonville, Mass., frus- 
trated this attempt. The 29-year- 
old Infantry officer’s party cap- 
tured about 25 Jerries posing as 
civilians. As a reward for his 
alertness Capt. Pescosolido was 
awarded an Oak Leaf Cluster to 
his Bronze Star Medal. 

He received the Bronze Star 
medal about five months before 
for leading a carrying party 
through St. Lo. Smashed by our 
artillery and bombers, the city 
was choked with debris and it was 
impossible to get vehicles through. 
Capt. Pescosolido's men -carried 
much needed supplies to o.*.- troops 
by hand into the place. They cov- 
ered approximately four miles a 
round trip, and their path was 
constantly beset by enemy sniper 
and artillery fire. But they got all 
the supplies through. 

Capt. Pescosolido is also the 
recipient of the Purple Heart with 
an Oak Leaf Cluster. He sus- 
tained shrapnel wounds from* a 
120 mm mortar shell over the 
right eye and on the right hand 
near St. Lo in August, 1944. He 
was again hit by shrapnel from 
an 88 mm shell in both legs near 
Mortain soon afterward. On both 
occasions he was treated at a clear- 
ing station and returned to duty. 

Spending 13 months in the Euro- 
pean theatre, he is now awaiting 
reassignment at the Army Ground 
and Services Forces Redistribution 
Station.

VETS TO HAVE PRIORITY 
ON SURPLUS GOODS 

The loag-awaited regulations 
giving veterans priority on sales of 
surplus property were made pub- 
lic last week by Chairman Guy M. 
Gillette. Spanish War veteran and 
World War I veteran of Iowa, of 
the Surplus Property Board, be- 
fore his resignation becomes ef- 
fective. At the same time the 
chairman disclosed that he will 
urge changes in the Surplus Dis- 
posal Act. 

“Congress has asked us to rec- 
ommend changes that we may feel 
necessary, and we certainly are 
considering some rccommenda^ 
tions,” said the former Iowa Sena- 
tor. who soon will give up his post 
on the hoard. 

The new veterans priority ruling 
gives veterans the right to pur- 
chase surplus property direct from 
the Government rather than buying 
through regular dealer channels 

The Smaller War Plants Corp. 
will act as buying agent or clear- 
ing house on all purchases by vet- 
erans. 

Veterans who want to buy sur- 
plus items to set up business should 
apply to one of the 110 SWPC of- 
fices nearest the business location. 

The SWPC will determine the 
veterans’ chances of success in the 
business ventures. If it decides 
against them, under the regula- 
tions, the decision must bp ex- 
plained to the Surplus Property 
Board. The War Food Administra- 
tion, however, will advise SWPC 
on applications for the purchase of 
surplus items useful in farming, 
forestry, cattle, fruit growing ml 
the like. 

The veterans’ regulations carry 
those other provisions: 

The plnn applies to veterans 
entering agriculture or any com- 
mercial, industrial, manufactur- 
ing, financial service, medical, 
dental or legal enterprise with an 
invested capital not exceeding 
$50,000. 

The purchases can not be mndo 
for personal use and no item pur- 
chased through SWPC for veterans 
can cost more than $2,500. That 
limitation was set, it was explain- 
ed, to give a broad and equal dis- 
tribution of available surpluses. 

The veteran must he sole pro- 
prietor of the business for which 
he wants to buy surplus property 
or, if non-veterans are in the busi- 
ness with him. they can not have 
more than one-half interest. 

VETS TO HAVE USE OF 
IDLE WAR HOUSING 

Families of service men and 
veterans, if in urgent need of 
housing, would he permitted to 
use idle war housing at low rents, 
to have such housing moved from 
place to place for their use, or t»> 
have housing erected for them 
within limits of war housing 
funds available, under an amend- 
ment to the Banking Act passed 


by the House recently. It now goes 
to the Senate. 

An official of the National Hous- 
ing Agency, which would adminis- 
ter such a program if it became 
law, said that reports from many 
cities have told how difficult it 
was for returning servicemen to 
find homes. Yet under the present 
law they can not be admitted as 
tenants of Government housing 
even though it is standing idle. 

He • said that share-the-home 
campaigns, such as were conduct- 
ed in the congested war areas 
when workers were moving in, 
probably would be started for re- 
turning* service men, and that an 
added appropriation to carry out 
the purposes of the bill would be 
asked if it passes the Senate. 
While a request will be made to 
extend the current Lanham act 
appropriation of $66,000,000 (made 
three months ago) until December 
instead of letting it expire June 
30. the NHA spokesman said, 
most of this money was already 
allocated and little would be left 
either for moving or building 
houses. 

Over 2,000 localities now have 
some war housing. A total of 552 
localities have public housing, 
which is the only kind the Gov- 
ernment could move to other lo- 
calities. A great deal of such mov- 
ing has already been done to ac- 
commodate workers who are 
changing from one war industry 
to another ns new war needs 
arise. 

The amendment sponsored by 
Representative Fritz G. Lanham, 
of Texas, author of the act, pro- 
vides that housing can be con- 
structed only when the need can- 
not. be met by moving houses, 
and that all housing built shall 
he of a temporary character and 
shall be torn down within two 
years after the war. Limited to 
hardship cares in acute congest- 
ed areas, the bill specifies its 
use “for distressed families of 
service men and for veterans and 
their families who are affected 
by evictions or other undue hard- 
ships.” The NHA Administrator 
would “fix fair rentals within the 
financial reach of families of ser- 
vice men and veterans with fami- 
lies.”

NEW REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING MAILING 
PAPERS TO FPO’S 

At a request of the Navy De- 
partment, effective July 1, 1945, 
in order to conserve shipping space 
and to prevent non-essential mail- 
ings, the following arrangements 
between the Navy Department and 
the Post Office Department shall 
govern the acceptance in the mails, 
of newspapers and other period- 
icals addressed to personnel of the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Const 
Guard overseas. 

1, Individual copies of news- 
papers and magazines offered for 
mailing by publishers addressed 
via the fleet post offices at New 
York, N. Y. or San Francisco, 
Calif., to Navy, Marine Corps ami 
t’oa.st Guard personnel on duty 
overseas, shall he accepted ONLY 
when they are being sent in ful-

Ailment of written requests INITI- 
ATED by the ADDRESSEES for 
subscription or renewals of sub- 
scriptions. 

2. All Postmasters at offices of 
mailing shall require publishers to 
present for their examination the 
requests from the addressees for 
subscriptions or renewals of sub- 
scriptions. 

3. Relatives and friends may 
pay for the subscriptions or re- 
newals of subscriptions provided 
the addressees have INITIATED 
requests thei*efor. 

4. Complementary copies sent 
by publishers and copies sent under 
any kind of arrangement whereby 
the requests of the addressees are 
solicited SHALL NOT BE AC- 
CEPTED. 

Copies mailed in fulfillment of 
subscriptions which are unexpired 
on the effective date of this Order, 
namely, July 1, 1954, shall be ac- 
cepted UNTIL THE SUBSCRIP- 
TIONS EXPIRE. 

6. Publishers mailing copies in 
accordance with the foregoing 
shall include with the address a 
certificate reading. "Mailed in 
conformity with P.O.D. Order No. 
2785.” Copies pot bearing this 
certificate shall be returned to 
the publishers. 

Postmaster Patrick J. Connelly 
stated that both the Navy and 
Post Office Departments are en- 
couraging the public to include 
clippings of particular interest in 
letter mail rather than send com- 
plete issues of newspapers and 
other publications.

The majority of our Newtonu.os 
do not realize the number and va- 
riety of business enterprises which 
flourish in our city. In spite of 
the fact that I have lived in New- 
ton for 25 years, I was no: aware 
of the contribution one of our 
citizens. Mr. Frederic McIntyre 
West Newton, was making to the 
synthetic fibre industry until I 
became associated with him in 
1941. Some 20 years ago wi-.ev the 
rayon industry was in the ewlmy - 

ceived the idea of producing tay- 
on pumps on a mass production 
basis. Today, practically all of 
the rayon and nylon made in this 
country are produced by Mr. Mc- 
Intyre's "Zenith” pumps. A* you 
know those materials are playing 
a major role in the winning of 
this war. 

Mr. McIntyre, however, has 
gone on to other lines of achieve- 
ment in the development of rotary 
gear type vui * f 
purposes. Earlv in 1942 the Navy 
built a windowless, air conditioned, 
brick plant off California strev 
in Newton for the production •• 
McIntyre hydraulic pumps ami 
fluid motors. These units are used 
for opening and closing by remote 
control many of the large valves 
on our warships. We have also 
developed small air pressurizing 
pumps for use in aircraft radar 
sets, gasolene injection pumps for 
heating airplane cabins, alcohol 
pumps for anti-icing on airplanes, 
and many other special purpose 
pumps for our armed forces. These 
units are built with a degree of 
accuracy and precision which be- 
fore the war was believed unat 
tamable in mass production. Our 
working tolerances average two 
ten-thousandths of an inch and in 
some instances we require limits 
as close as one quarter of a ten 
thousandths of an inch. Whereas 
most pumps have a volumetric 
efficiency of approximately 40 to 
60 per cent, the McIntyre pumps 
have performed with an average 
volumetric efficiency of from 95 
to 97 per cent. 

Of course we are planning to 
extend our operations into the 

post war period. Requirements

The kits will include 32 differ- 
ent magazines, including most of 
America’s favorite weeklies and 
monthlies. Ovei sens or “pony” 
editions, carrying no paid advertis- 
ing, will be used for this purpose. 
After August I. one kit will be 
sent each week to ali smaller ships 
and bases, regardless of size or 
numbr of peronnel. For larger 
ships ami bases, kits will be pro- 
vided of one per 150 men. 

This much-desired reading ma- 
terial will not be sent to units in 
the Hawaiian area, where suf- 
ficient magazines normally are 
available through ordinary chan- 
nels. 

Magazines for use in the free 
overseas edition kits ure obtained 
by the Navy Department on con- 
tracts directly from the publish- 
ers or their distributors at rates 
usually lower than wholesale 
prices at a monthly cost of approx- 
imately $05,000. Kits are address- 
ed individually to ships and bases, 
and are sent to the welfare and 
recreation officers with the unit 
to guarantee fair and widespread 
distribution among all personnel. 

One great advantage of this 
system of handling magazines for 
use of Naval personnel is that 
they can be transported in bulk. 
The new kits will be shipped via 
special car as first class mail from 
New York to Son Francisco. From 
there, they are handled through 
the Fleet Postoffice and will be 
delivered via fast surface mail, or 
transport where available. This 
procedure will place current maga- 
zines in the hands of the service- 
men readers much more quickly 
than regular subscriptions could 
reach them. 

By means of this service, the 
Navy aims not only at making 
current literature more widely 
available in distant areas and at 
sen, but also at reducing the num- 
ber of individual magazine sub- 
scriptions which have to be handled 
by Navy postal workers. 

By reducing the need for Navy 
mail specialists to handle increas- 
ing quantities of magazines, more 
men and women will be available 
to expedite the handling of the 
huge volume of letters and first 
clnss mail.

It was a pleasure to hop into the 
jalopy after dinner, stop at the 
service station, buy as much gas 
gs one wanted (whnt if it did cost 
80 cents a gallon?) and go on to 
a movie, where a fairly good dou- 
ble bill was showing for only $3.50 
a person. Muddletown went to 
bed that night not minding infla- 
tion a bit. 

However . . . 

In the days that followed, two 
unpleasant facts became evident. 
The first of these was that when 
available supplies are bought up, 
then no more supplies are avail- 
able. The second was, that once 
inflation hits prices no amount of 
salary inflation can keep up with 
them. And then — no matter how 
much money people have — they're 
really very poor.

Sgt. Yerardi 
Decorated 


Sgt. Joseph M. Yerardi, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Yerardi of 
34 River street, West Newton, has 
been awarded a bronze Onk Leaf 
Cluster to his Silver Star Medal 
for gallantry in action at Moycn- 
vic, France on November 9, ac- 
cording to announcement by the 
101st Infantry Headquarters of 
the Third Army. 

When numerous casualties left 
his outfit without any aid men, 
Yerardi, then a private first class 
automatic rifleman, crawl rd un- 
der intense enemy fire to front 
line positions to evacunte four of 
his wounded comrades. After sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts to res- 
cue an officer who was but 25 
yards from the enemy, he finally 
succeeded in carrying him about 
100 yards to a church where he 
had collected all of the wounded. 

Risking his own safety, he in- 
filtrated through enemy lines over 
open terrain in the face of direct 
fire to obtain rations for the in- 
jured men and again to contact 
his company commander to make 
arrangements for removing them. 

Sgt. Yerardi received the Purple 
Heart last November, and both 
the Bronze and Silver Star Medals 
a month Inter. Serving overseas 
with the Third Army since Sept., 
1944, he was personal bodyguard 
of Col. Walter T. Scott, command- 
ing officer of the 101st Infantry, 
from November until May.

16TH AAF IN ITALY— Sgt. 
Norman O. Jamieson, 25. son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph B. Jamieson 
of 95 Homer street, Newton Cen- 
tre, Mass., has been assigned to 
the occupational air force as a 
member of the 99th Bombardment 
Group, 4 16th Bombardment Squad- 
ron, a veteran B-17 Flying Fort- 
ress unit of the 15th Air Force. 

Jamieson has been overseas 11 
months ns a radio mechanic. 

The 99th Group is now assigned . 
the task of maintaining the peace 
of Europe after assisting in win- 
ning the victory. During its more 
than 26 months of action overseas 
in Africa and Italy, the group par- 
ticipated in 395 successful bombing 
missions against enemy targets. 

More than 5.000,000 pounds of 
bombs were dropped on enemy in- 
stallations in Africa, Sicily, Italy, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Rou- 
manin, Greece, Yugoslavia and 
Czechoslovakia. 

The Distinguished Unit Citation 
was awarded the group for out- 
standing performance on a mission 
of July 5, 1943, against a Nazi 
airfield at Gerbini, Sicily. A clus- 
ter was added to this citation fol- 
lowing the group’s blasting of nn 
important enemy target at Wiener- 
Neustadt. Austria, April 23, 1944, 
against heavy opposition of Jerry 
fighters and anti-aircraft fire. 

The group participated in the 
first shuttle bombing of the nxis 
between Italian and Russian bases 
in June, 1944. It also took part 
in the bombing of Berlin on Mnrch 
24th, last, the longest combat 
mission ever flpwn bv Flying Fort- 
resses. Among targets hit by the 
99th were some of the most heav- 
ily defended in Europe, including 
such places as the oil installa- 
tions at Ploesti, Roumania; Mun- 
ich, Germany and the Brenner 
Pass route.

Let's Build Newton's Business 

We need to alter our thinking on some aspects of com- 
munity life and our overall attitude toward business, and by 
that is meant retail business. When Newton was a city of 
25.000 no one wished an intrusion of a commercial nature to 
disturb the ideal community setting. However, good public 
schools and other features have attracted many additional people. 
Since Newton is a very low birth-rate city, this inflow of new 
population has brought into the city a mass of purchasing power. 

While the per capita valuation tends to recede with the 
very rapid growth of recent years, there is nevertheless pre- 
sented not only the duty to assist the provision of good market 
and consumer purchase facilities, but also the up-to-date shop- 
ping and commuting parking spaces which serve people in modern 
cities and help preserve values. 

As to parking, much outlying land would be developed into 
high-grade valuable residential property if there existed ample 
commuters* parking space near rail stations. Also, with a popu- 
lation approaching 80.000 and a high per capita purchasing 
power, parts of Newton offer an opportunity for unusual mer- 
cantile development. This point presents two important fea- 
tures. Not only should retail merchants be encouraged to serve 
Newton people in a way to meet the people’s tastes, but such 
development should be cultivated to supply a more productive 
tax income to the city through better values of retail sections. 
Normal patronage of good local stores would help Newton 
prosper. 

The development of proper store arrangements and traffic 
handling have become subjects meriting first consideration as to 
present needs. For the stores to allow business to flow to other 
cities unnecessarily, and for the City to fail to give full consid- 
eration to properiv assisting the stores is an extravagant and 
unwise course. 

The aggregate spending of this large population should be 
openly viewed today as a subject worthy of first attention, and 
the time has passed when little or only casual thought could be 
paid to these phases of city life. 

Throughout the country today modem cities plan to so 
serve people as to attract those citizens who desire and expect 
good store facilities and are willing to pay for them. This makes 
prosperous tax-payer merchants and maintains per capita val- 
uations.

Rotary Club 

With Vice President Enholm 
presiding at thi* week’s meeting 
of the Newton Rotary Club, and 
an unusually large attendance of 
visitors, Ted Lockwood introduced 
as the speaker the Honorable 
John G. Whittemore, who repre- 
sents the Fourth Middlesex Dis- 
trict in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives. 

Mr. Whittemore discussed the 
chief financial bills which were 
passed by the six-and-a-half- 
month session of the Legislature 
just ended. He pointed out that 
the Highway Construction Bill, 
although contemplating expendi- 
tures of $156,000,090, would be 
spread over the first six years 
after the close of the war, and 
would be financed exclusively 
from the gasoline tax, license fees, 
and motor vehicle fines. 

The $30,000,000 to be spent for 
the Port of Boston and the Bos- 
ton airport were in response to 
a virtually unanimous demand 
and will be financed by bond is- 
sues. 

The $60,000,000 Soldier Bonus 
Bill and $33,000,000 Soldiers’ 
Loan Fund were at least far less 
than the original demands.

Hill — How many shall I get for you? 

Jane — Oh — get a bushel — wait, I’ll see how much sugar I 
have on hand. I guess you’d better get some sugar for me at 
the same time. Although I don’t need much for peaches. 

Bill — Umm — now I see where our sugar is going — the reason 
why we’ll get less cakes and pics. 

Jane — Oh no — I get an extra amount of 5 lbs. for each of 
us just for canning. And if I can some peaches, we’ll have fruit 
aplenty with no worry of points next winter. 

Bill — Seems to me my mother used to put up fruit without 
sugar — is that right? 

Jane — Yes — and I’m going to do that too with some of the 
sweet fruits. Sugar does help the fruit keep its color and flavor 
— but it isn’t necessary to use it. 

Bill — l hope you’ll use some of the apples we’ll be getting 
for some jelly, too. 

Jane — I’d like to but they take much more sugar — and 
means we’ll have less fruit. Tell you what — I’ll make you some 
apple butter, though. That doesn’t require as much sugar as 
jelly and jam. 

Bill — That’s a good enough bribe. I’ll settle for apple butter. 

Here are some tips Jane passed on to us for stretching the 
canning sugar ration: 

1. Allow one pound of sugar to four quarts of finished fruit. 
This will make a medium-thin syrup which averages 1/2 cup 
of sugar to 1 quart of fruit. 

2. Put up some of the sweeter fruits without sugar. 

3. Corn syrup will replace up to 1/3 of the sugar; honey 
up to 1/2 of the sugar.

Army. For heroic achievement 
in connection with military oper- 
ations against an armed enemy 
near Chateau Voue, France, on 
11 November 1944. On 11 No- 
vember 1944, in the vicinity of 
Chateau Voue, Company G, in the 
process of reorganization, came 
under a heavy concentration of 
enemy artillery and mortar fire 
which preceded a strong hostile 
counterattack. Despite the in- 
tensity of the foe’s fire, Sergeant 
Larkin, a Company H machine 
gunner, and a comrade maintain- 
ed their positions in an attempt 
to afford the besieged unit enough 
time to complete its reorganiza- 
tion. When the enemy began to 
advance behind rifle and auto- 
matic weapons fire, Sergeant Lan- 
kin and his comrade held their 
fire until the foe came within 
seventy-five yards of their posi- 
tion, at which point the two man 
opened up with a withering coun- 
tering which resulted in heavy 
casualties to the enemy. Sergeant 
Larkin’s heroic actioti in the face 
of danger enabled Company G to 
successfully complete its reorgan- 
ization. His courage under fire, 
initiative and loyal devotion to 
duty reflect the highest credit 
upon Sergeant Larkin and the 
armed forces of the United 
States. 

Oak Leaf Cluster 

Staff Sergeant John Larkin Jr.. 
31863326, Infantry, Company II. 
104th Infantry Regiment, United 
States Army. For heroic achieve- 
ment in connection with military 
operations against an armed en- 
emy near Walldrof, Germany, on 
fi April 1945. On the night of 6 
April 1945, in the vicinity of 
Waldrof, Staff Sergeant Larkin, 
a Company H section sergeant, 
was a member of a motorized 
patrol screening the main force 
of the Battalion. As he and his 
comrades raced forward, they 
came under heavy enemy machine 
gun and rifle fire which protected 
a hostile road block near the 
town. Staff Sergeant Larkin im- 
mediately maneuvered his vehi- 
cle to the flank of the obstacle 
and covered the dispersal of the 
remaining vehicles with counter- 
tire against the foe. Despite com- 
ing under observation and fire 
from the foe’s machine guns and 
antitank weapons, he maintained 
the position until his and an offi- 
cer’s accurate and deadly lire 
forced the enemy to withdraw 
with heavy losses in personnel. A 
little later the patrol captured 
and destroyed an enemy self-pro- 
pelled gun. Staff Sergeant Lar- 
kin’s heroic action cleared the 
path of the obstacle and the foe, 
enabling the rest of the Battalion 
to complete the mission. His 
courage under fire, initiative and 
loyal devotion to duty reflect the 
highest credit upon Staff Ser- 
geant Larkin and the armed forces 
of the United States. 

Silver Star 

Staff Sergeant John Larkin Jr., 
31353326, Infantry, Company H,

near Saarburg, Staff Sergeant 
Larkin, a Company H muchine 
gun section sergeant, and his men 
acted in heuvy weapons support 
of a friendly rifle company which 
was subjected to a strong enemy 
counter-attack, preceded by mor- 
tar and artillery preparations.

Politics With 
Color

Atomic Bomb 

The world-shaking announce- 
ment of the development of the 
atomic bomb has, for the moment 
at least, completely overshadowed 
the results of the Potsdam confer- 
ence as well as every other topic of 
discussion involving either the war 
or the political situation. Not with- 
in the memory of the oldest resi- 
dent of Newton has there been 
such startling and significant 
news. Organized science has indeed 
achieved a miracle, pregnant with 
limitless possibilities for both good 
and evil. We can only guess what 
this discovery will mean in terms 
of heating by coal, water-power 
and many, many other things of 
equal importance. On one point, 
however, there will be complete 
agreement. We can all thank God 
that this discovery was made by 
American and English scientists 
rather than by the Nazis or the 
Japs. It has now been learned that 
it was the atomic bomb which Hit- 
led and his cohorts were counting 
on so desperately as their last ami 
supreme secret weapon. Just what 
would have happened to the United 
States, England and all the other 
allied countries IF Hitler had 
won this exciting race for scientific 
supremacy is far too horrible to 
contemplate. As matters now 
stand, it is Japan and nobody else 
which will feel the devastating ef- 
fects of this new bomb. 

Most of us are now giving ser- 
ious consideration to two questions, 
the first a matter of immediate 
importance and the second a long- 
range proposition. What effect will 
this bomb have on the speedy con- 
clusion of the war with Japan and 
what wil happen five,, ten or 
twenty years from now when 
OTHER countries may also have 
possession of this priceless secret. 
The answer to the first question is 
obvious. Unless Japan proposes to 
commit national hari-kari and per- 
mit her home islands to be laid 
waste one hundred percent, she 
will, in the near future, throw in 
the sponge and salvage what little 
she can. Personally, it would not 
in the least surprise me if Japan 
surrendered unconditionally today, 
tomorrow or next week or next 
month. 

Looking at the situation from a 
long-range point of view, the pic- 
ture is a bit disturbing. Unless 
this terrific scientific secret is 
kept in the exclusive possession of 
the Allies, and, further, unless 
ALL the Allies remain at peace 
with each other for an indefinite 
period, I shudder to think of what 
might conceivably happen to the 
world. Fortunately for all concern- 
ed, this new bomb is such a ter- 
rible weapon that no country in its 
right senses would dare to attempt 
to unleash it on any other country, 
knowing in advance that both the 
United States and England were 
the discoverers and pioneers. 

Congiesi 

Congress made a sad mistake 
when it insisted on taking such a 
prolonged vacation lute in July. 
Possibly, too, President Truman 
also made a mistake in giving his 
consent. It is my understanding 
that Congress would not have 
dared to recess for this protracted 
period (until Oct. 8) without the 
President’s knowledge and approv- 
al. As matters now stand, it seems 
to me that Drew Pierson is un- 
doubtedly correct. He predicted on 
August 5 that Congress would be 
called back to Washington shortly 
after Labor Day. It therefore be- 
hooves our national law-makers, 
who have been complaining so 
much about the inadequate salaries 
they have been receiving, to wind 
up their European junkets and oth- 
er side-trips in the near future. In- 
cidentally. I am wondering if the 
extra $2,500.00 for travel expenses 
and sundries which the Congress- 
men voted themselves during the 
recent session is proving helpful 
now. I have been advised that this 
money could NOT be used unless 
the junket in question has been of- 
ficially authorized by Congress. 
That appears to have seriously 
cramped the style of quite a few of 
our solons. 

The main point is this. Congress 
left a great deal of unfinished 
business behind it. Furthermore, if 
the war with Japan should end 
suddenly, it would be necessary for 
Congress to act with dispatch on 
many vital matters. 

The Boyd Candidacy 

Very little has come to my at- 
tention concerning the Mayorality 
campaign since writing lust week’s 
column. I regret that I made one 
slight error. It seems that former 
Mayor Childs has NEVER been a 
law-partner of Mr. Boyd. Frankly, 
this was news to me When I was 
tactfully corrected two days after 
my column appeared. I contacted 
the present Middlesex County Com- 
missioner, Mr. Edwin O, Childs, 
and asked him what, if anything, 
ho proposed to do this fall. Very 
courteously, he declined to com- 
nip lit.

The commendation was for 
duty during June 30, 1943 to Aug- 
ust 1, 1944, but the presentation 
did not reach Lt. Hamilton until 
a few weeks ago since he was 
transferred to a new destroyer be- 
fore the award could be made. 
The presentation which was made 
at sea, was signed by Admiral 
Nimitz and was as follows: 

“The CommHnder-in-Chief of the 
U. S. Pacific Fleet takes pleasure 
in commending Lt. George B. Ham- 
ilton, Jr.. USN, for service as set 
forth in the following: 

"For meritorious service as as- 
sistant engineer and chief engin- 
eer of a destroyer during combat 
operations against the enemv in 
the Pacific from 30th of June, 
1943, to Aug. 1, 1944. By his ini- 
tiative, energy and devotion to 
duty he was largely responsible 
for the continuous efficient opera- 
tion of his engineering plant for 
over 135,000 engine miles steamed 
without a major overhaul. His 
efforts contributed materially to 
the successful prosecution of the 
war against the enemy in the 
Pacific and his actions were at all 
times in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the Naval service.” 

Lt. Hamilton was graduated 
from the Newton High school and 
the IT. S. Naval Academy at An- 
napolis. He also attended Ran- 
dall’s Preparatory School in Wash- 
ington, I). C. His sisters, Pfo. 
Janet, USMCWR is stationed nt 
Terry Point, North Carolina and 
Cpl. Frances, also in the Marino 
Corps, Women’s Reserve, is at 
Quantico, Virginia.

0PA Lists Price lot leeps 
And Optional Equipment

OPA has set a ceiling price of 
$1,090, F.O.B. Toledo, Ohio, plus 
taxes anil the customary trade ad- 
ditions for transportation, handl- 
ing and optional equipment, on the 
civilian jeep — the peacetime coun- 
terpart of the military jeep built 
for the armed forces. 

The jeep is being priced us a new 
product in the automotive field and 
the pricing action is not connected 
in any way with reconversion 
pricing of new 1945 passenger cars. 

The jeep never before has been 
manufactured for civilian use. 
Some of the military equipment 
will be eliminated on the civilian 
jeep, and it will be redesigned in 
many particulars to bring its speci- 
fications into line with those de- 
sired in a small truck for civilian 
use. It will continue have u 
four-wheel drive, which adds to the 
cost but provids the vehicle with 
greater traction for use aR u trac- 
tor in hauling heavy loads or culti- 
vating farm crops. Some of the 
dollar-and-cent ceiling prices for 
optional equipment which may he 
bought with the car are: draw bar 
(for hauling other vehicles or 
farm, machinery), $0.9 1 ; pintle 
hood (for use when the jeep is 
used as a power plant in hoisting 
operations), $1.01; power take-off 
(attachment for converting jeep’s 
motor for use as a stationary en- 
gine), $90.(57; power take-off at- 
tachment for the front, $24.44; 
power take-off shield for front, 
$1.9.3; pulley and pulley drive — 
rear (for use in pulling stumpK, 
and with lifting or pulling tackle), 
356.28. These items are subiect to 
federal excise taxes, which the 
seller may udd to the purchase 
price.

get our contributions, along with 
those of every other American 
community, on the hacks of the 
needy boys and girls und men and 
women before winter.” 

Mrs. Kennedy, summarizing fig- 
ures cited by Br. Kaiser, said that 
reports tiled by 7,(571 local chair- 
men in cities and towns all over 
the nation showed collections to- 
taling 150,30(5,014 pounds of used 
clothes, shoes, and bedding. 

Mr. Kaiser called the response 
"an inspiring demonstration of 
democracy in action”, and added: 

“Ten of thousands of volunteers 
pitched in under the direction of 
their loinl committees on the hard 
work of collecting, sorting, pack- 
aging. ami shipping this clothing 
from their respective communities. 
The press, radio, and every medium 
of information supported their ef- 
forts and carried the message to 
the people. No one could possibly 
have had a share in this great un- 
dertaking without feeling tremen- 
dous satisfaction and pride. With- 
out adequate clothing ennbling the 
victims of the war to return to 
their factories, fields, and schools, 
the world can have no peace. This 
clothing contributed by Americans 
will do much to bring peace to the 
world.” 

The first shipments of contribut- 
ed clothing have arrived at their 
destinations and are now being 
distributed to the needy, Mr. Kai- 
ser declared. 

Among the letters of thanks al- 
ready received by American don- 
ors, he mentioned one to Mrs. Wil- 
liam J. Pinkerton, of Ogdcnburg. 
New York. It was written by 19- 
year-old Sirncne Daniels, of Genk, 
Belgium, to express her mother’s 
appreciation for a coat. Miss Dan- 
iels said that they were glad to 
find Mrs. Pinkerton’s address on 
n slip of ppaer “in the pocket of 
a nice black coat received this 
week.” She had learned a little 
English at school and wanted to 
“take the liberty to write and say 
thanks for the generous donation 
to the unfortunate people in Bel- 
gium.” 

Her father, she explained, had 
been a teacher in a technical 
school before the war and the 
family had lived in modest com- 
fort. War and bombardments, she 
added, had ruined thousands of 
Belgian families. For live years it 
was almost impossible to obtain 
any sewing material, clothing, or 
household linen. She added, “It 
didn’t change yet, but we hope it 
will soon. So, we thank you again 
very much and close with best 
greetings from my parents and 
me.” 

Mrs. Kennedy declared, “This, 
letter from the Belgium girl is 
not only an expression of thinks. 
It is a reminder to us that victory! 
in Europe did not and could not j 
end Wtir-c rented misery and want, 
and that the clothing collected 
here in this community will lessen 
the hardships this winter for many 
people in war-torn lands.”

Funeral services for Dr. John 
Calvin Ferguson, 79, founder and 
first president of Nanking Uni- 
versity, who died August 3 at 
Clifton Springs, New York, were 
held at 2 o’clock August (5 at the 
Newton Cemetery Chapel.

Boston University, officiated. Dr. 
Ferguson, adviser to the presi- 
dents of Chinn for 11 years, had 
for many years been a resident 
of Newton.

Dr, Ferguson 
was repatriated in December, 1943 
on the exchange ship Gripsholfn, 
with his daughter.

For the past year and 
a half he hail made his home in 
New York City. 

Born in Ontario, he was gradu- 
ated from Boston University in 
1886 and since 1918 he had been 
a trustee of B. U. He left the 
United States for China at the 
age of 21 and he spent most of 
his next 56 years in that country. 

An authority on Chinese art, 
Dr. Ferguson held many posts 
during his career in China. He 
was president of Nanyang Col- 
lege for five years, foreign ad- 
viser to the viceroys of Nanking 
from 1898 and 1911, secretary to 
the Chinese Ministry of Com- 
merce following the Boxer rebel- 
lion and a member of the Chinese 
Commission for the revision of 
treaties with the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan in 1902- 
1903. 

On six occasions he was sent on 
special missions to the United 
States and in 1921 he went as 
delegate to the Washington Con- 
ference for the Limitation of Ar- 
maments. lie was chairman of 
the Central China Famine Relief 
Commission and vice-president of 
the Red Cross Society of China. 

Known for his many books on 
Chinese art and for his own per- 
sonal collection, Dr. Ferguson 
helped build the Chinese art col- 
lection of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York,

Employment and pay rolls in 
Newton manufacturing establish- 
ments continue to run consider- 
ably below last year according to 
the Chamber of Commerce report. 

A survey conducted in June 
showed that the average number 
of employees was 6,199. a drop of 
861 or 12.2 per cent from the total 
of 7,060 in June of last year. The 
pay rolls at the same time dropped 
from $1,093,397 to $1,017,839, a 
decrease of $75,558 or 6.9 per cent. 

Commenting on the situation, 
Secretary Rupert C. Thompson 
stated: 

“The state average on employ- 
i ment in June, 1945, was 10.2 per 
I cent smaller than in June, 1944; 
Newton's was 12.2 per cent smal- 
i lor. The amount paid in wages 
| in the state for June, 1945, was

C.ofC. Survey Shows 
1 Car for Every 2.41 
Persons in Newton 

The fact that there is one car 
for every 2.41 persons in Newton 
was revealed by a Chamber of 
Commerce survey of the traffic 
situation in the city.

Y-J Statement by Colonel Lester 11*. Hunt, t'cmmamliiuj Officer 
Boston Chemical Warfare Procurement District 

The end of this, the greatest war in history, came with such 
suddenness that we have not yet been able to grasp the full 
meaning that it is all over. Our people, both in the Chemical 
"Warfare Service, itself, and in the many hundreds of war plants 
jn New England engaged in making war material for CW S, 
have, been working at top speed in getting out our greatest 
incendiary bomb and 4.2 mortar shell production since Pearl 
Harbor. 

It has been through the splendid cooperation of New Eng- 
land management and the untiring efforts of New England war 
workers that we h.ave been able to make outstanding produc- 
tion records and overseas shipments, enough and on time. We 
shall be eternally grateful for their contribution to our service. 

We know that the millions of fire bombs produced here and 
delivered to the Pacific have hastened the capitulation of the 
Japanese empire. We were ready to produce in tin* next twelve 
months the greatest weight of incendiary bombs in our history, 
some 800.000 tons or. in long count, some 150.000.000 fire sticks. 
These alone would have left nothing but charred ruins of the 
Japanese mainland ns well as Japanese-occupied territory. 

We were ready with huge quantities of toxic gases in the 
form of shells, bombs, and airplane spray tanks. Our GI's were 
provided with the latest types of gas protective equipment- 
all just in ease the Japs resorted to gas warfare as one of their 
last desperate measures. 

"Hut the end has come, dramatically and suddenly, but not 
too soon for any of us. 

Wc are now devoting our entire organization to the speed}' 
termination of war contracts. It is our expectation to clear 
plants, without delay, of Government equipment and mate- 
rials. settle the claims of the contractors, and allow quick re 
conversion to civilian production and the return to the peaceful 
wav of life.

V-I Day Imminent 

As this column is being written 
it is three full days since our gov- 
ernment sent Japan the requested 
clarification of the famous Pots- 
dam document. Still no official 
word from the enemy. Is Japan 
stalling *in the hope of securing 
slightly better peace terms or is 
there a mild internal revolution *n 
progress, due to the refusal of 
the Emperor’s cohorts to throw in 
the sponge? We do not know. We 
do know, however, that if the 
Japanese attempt to pull another 
Pearl Harbor on us, at the very 
time that official negotiations are 
in progress, it will be just too 
bad for Japan. All Hell would 
let loose against them without any 
question whatsoever. More atomic 
bombs would fall on Tokyo and 
on other cities. If that should 
happen, who knows but that their 
sacred Emperor might be blown 
into his distinguished ancestors’ 
laps. 

Emperor Hiiohito 

It is now obvious that one of the 
chief causes for Japan’s delay in 
surrendering has been due to 
worry over the future status of 
Emperor Hirohito. lie seems to 
be even more indispeniable to 
Japan than Was the late Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt to the United 
States. Unfortunately for the 
enemy, it makes little difference 
what happens right now, as we 
appear to be giving the Japs a 
chance to “save face.” The die 
is cast. Neither the Emperor or 
his little eleven-year old Crown 
Prince, who may succeed him be- 
fore long, will ever again be allow- 
ed to rule over what little is left of 
the Japanese empire in the same 
manner as heretofore. If Hirohito 
lingers on, ho will undoubtedly be 
chiefly a religious symbol and a 
very impotent puppet ruler, sub- 
ject always to the authority of the 
Allied government. 

Speaking of the Emperor, it is 
interesting to recall the heated dis- 
cussions during the lust Presi- 
dential election campaign regard- 
ing the apparent indispensability 
of our late President 'Roosevelt. 
Unquestionably, there were sev- 
eral millions of loyal citizens 
who sincerely believed that their 
beloved Commander-in-Chief was 
indeed indispensable. As a matter 
of fact, it was that particular ar- 
gument which probably hurt Gov. 
Dewey of New York more than 
any other. How wrong those 
citizens were. How grievously 
they played down the ability and 
the “know-how” of both Gov. 
Dewey and the opposition candi- 
date for Vice-President, Senator 
Harry S. Truman. What hap- 
pened at Potsdam? President 
Truman not only retained his 
shirt, which cynics said Marshal 
Stalin would take right off his 
back; he actually out-maneuvered 
Stalin, reputed to ho the world’s 
shrewdest political poker-player. 
We do not, of course, know the 
inside story of this conference, 
but we do know that Russia en- 
tered the war in time to be of 
real service and we also know 
that she does NOT as yet know 
the secret of the famous atomic 
bomb. 

In that connection, many of us 
are now wondering what will be 
done about this bomb. It poses 
a most delicate problem. How 
long will we be able to guard 
this awesome secret? If the 
secret is unearthed by other na- 
tions in the not too distant fu- 
ture, what then? Of what value 
will he our huge army, navy and 
air force? The possibilities are 
almost too horrible to contem- 
plate. In the last analysis, the 
only thing which will hold ANY 
nation in check will be the cer- 
tain knowledge that OTHER na- 
tions, and especially the United 
States, would immediately retali- 
ate and proceed to wipe off the 
map the original offender against 
the peace of the world. 

Weekly Quiz 

Herewith the answers to last 
week’s quiz: There have been 
seven minority Presidents of the 
United States, as follows: James 
A. Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln, 
Rutherford B. Hayes, James A. 
Garfield, Grover Cleveland (twice) 
Benjamin Harrison and Woodrow 
Wilson (twice). The phrase "mi- 
nority President” means that the 
man in question received less 
than BOG of the POPULAR vote, 
as contrasted with the electoral 
vote. Strangely enough, the 
worst showing ever made was at 
the time of Lincoln’s first cam- 
paign, in 1800. At that time he 
received only 39.9 G of the popu- 
lar vote. It is worthy of note 
that Lincoln received 55G* of the 
popular vote when he ran for 
re-election. The heat showing of 
these minority Presidents was 
made by Woodrow Wilson, run- 
ning for re-election in 1910, when 
he poled 49.2% of the popular 
vote.

on at just about the same tempo 
a month from next Thursday. 

Gasoline rationing has been 
lifted and long lines of ancient 
jalopies are lined up at every gas 
station in town. Nobody’s going 
any place in particular, but they’re 
all goin’ to keep the wheels turn- 
ing anyway and everybody’s get- 
ting a terrific kick when, grin- 
ning, they tell the attendant to 
“fill ’er up!” Boy, what a won- 
derful feelin’! 

Victory Notes , . . 

A family on Carleton street 
■with five members in the service, 
put the record playing radio out 
on the porch and with neighbors, 
put on a block dance that lasted 
all night . . . The solemn tolling 
of church bells, shortly after peace 
was declared, brought thousands to 
prayer in the early evening of 
V-J Day, and have been doing the 
same every day and evening since 
then. . . . The stores are all closed 
and the problem of eating is be- 
coming difficult. . . . Five hun- 
dred kids put on a parade in the 
Upper Falls led by three drum- 
mers. Every kid carried a flag. 
... A hundred other juveniles 
put on a concert with pots, pans, 
horns, etc., in West Newton square, 
just outside police headquarters, 
and almost drove the cops nuts. 
. . . The Waldorf closed its doors 
early because of the unruly crowds. 
The first time those doors have 
been locked since the place opened 
up twenty odd years ago. An exu* 
berant gent put his foot through 
a plate glass dooh ... A lad 
with a big fire siren slipped into 
a doorway in Newton Corner and 
giving the handle a twist brought 
forth the eerie "wheee” associated 
with fire apparatus. The cops, 
jumping alertly to the center of 
the square, halted all traffic only 
to discover no fire apparatus was 
coming their way. Bewilderedly 
waving traffic on again, they’d 
just sauntered to the sidelines, 
when “WH FEE,” the gent with 
the siren gave them the business 
once more. This time they really 
jumped and once again all traffic 
was halted. ... It went on and 
on and was good while it lasted, 
hut eventually they caught up with 
him. That is, they almost caught 
up with him. . . . Boy. could he 
run! . . . Twenty-seven people 
have been injured in auto acci- 
dents in three days. One hit and 
runner accounted for four on Cal- 
ifornia street. The law captured 
him. . . . Ray SullivHii, motor- 
cycle officer, shot through the mud- 
guard of a stolen car, halting it 
and apprehending the driver. 
False Alarms . , . 

£Jine false fire alarms were 
rung in during the night and the 
firelighters were cheered as they 
roared from one end of the town 
to the other. “Don’t put up," the 
crowds advised them. The city’s 
entire force of police was on t h»* 
street and the fire department 
called all hands on duty. ... A 
kid dressed as U «cl« Sam went 


through the streets on a wheel- 
barrow. another kid. looking for 
all the world like Hirohito, push- 
ing him. The crowds roared . . . 
All automobiles carried at least 
ten people. They were hanging 
from running boards, hoods and, 
in some instances, from the roofs. 

. . . Even the infants joined in 
the high jinks. Mamas were push- 
ing baby carriages around town 
during the early hours. . . . The 
trolleys travelling to Boston were 
crowded to capacity all night un- 
til 2 a.m. Then the incoming 
cars were equally jammed as the | 
revelers began the homeward trek.

Social Secsiity Ac! 
Ten Years Old 

— o — 

Marking the tenth “birthday” of 
the Social Security Act, John F. 
Hardy, Regional Director for the 
Social Security Board at Boston 
announced today that payments 
under the act in Massachusetts 
amounted to $454,411,000 by the 
first of this year. The act became 
law when President Roosevelt 
signed It August 14, 1955. 

The payments go to retired 
wage-earners and their depend- 
ents, the survivors of deceased 
wage-earners, the unemployed 
and the needy. 

“There are two insurance pro- 
grams— old-age and survivors in- 
surance, which is a straight Fed- 
eral operation, and unemployment 
compensation, which Is adminis- 
tered by the State with Federal 
collaboration. Then there are 
(three) programs of public assist- 
ance — old-age assistance, aid to 
dependent children, and aid to the 
blind. These also are operated 
by the State with Federal par- 
ticipation in financing.” 

In this State, by the end of 
1944. 2,877,000 account numbers 
luul been established, and in 1945, 
the last year for which final 
figures are available, 2,000,000 
persons had earned wage credits 
towards benefits. The wages 
credited averaged $1,206 per per- 
son, and by the start of 1945, 
total wage credits in Massachu- 
setts amounted to $14,782,000,000. 

While unemployment compensa- 
tion payments have been at low 
ebb during the defense and war 
periods, a total of §112,103,000 
had been paid out in Massachu- 
setts since benefit payments were 
started in January 1958, up to 
January 1945. 

At peak, in June 1940 weekly 
benefits were paid to 95,955 indi- 
viduals who were unemployed 
through no fault of their own. 
The low mark was established in 
October 1945 when only 2,189 drew 
benefits in an average week. 

Nationally, more than $2,000,- 
000,000 has been paid in unemploy- 
ment compensation since the So- 
cial Security Act was passed. No 
State wns paying such benefits 
until that time and only six had 
passed unemployment compensa- 
tion laws. Last year approximate- 
ly 44,000,000 employed persons in | 
the nation earned wage credits j 
towards unemployment insurance. 
The total of the States' unemploy- 
ment funds, on January 1, ex- 
ceeded $6,000,000,000 and this total 
is still growing. 

"Ultimately the insurance pro- 
grams will carry the greater 
load,” Mr. Hardy said, “since 
move people are gaining insured 
status. As the greater propor- 
tion of the older population be- 
comes insured, these people will 
draw insurance benefits rather 
than public assistance payments 
when they can no longer work. 
The effect of this is already be- 
ing felt. 

Public assistance payments in 
Massachusetts during May were 
made ns follows: old-age assist- 
ance 74,726 men and women, $3,- 
198.508, an average of $42.80 per 
recipient against a national aver- 
age of $29.52; aid to the blind, 


Recommend Boostei 
Inoculations Against 
Diphtheria 

— o— 

With (he closing of the Newton 
Health Department 1945 clinic 
for immunization against diph- 
theria, Dr. Ernest Morris, direc- 
tor. told the need for “booster” 
inoculations after four years from 
the date 6f the initial immuniza- 
tion. 

Such treatment is necessary, 
Dr. Morris stated, “because it has 
been found that in communities 
where diphtheria is absent, im- 
munization does not protect a per- 
son for much over four years. 
Therefore, a ‘booster* or stimulat- 
ing dose Is necessary for con- 
tinued protection.” 

The department’s report fol- 
lows: 

“212 children completed inocu- 
lations. Of these 100 were pre- 
school children and 112 were chil- 
dren of the kindergarten or first 
grade. A ‘booster dose’ was given 
to 116 children. Vaccinations 
were given to 187 children with 
all successful except three. 

“A survey of kindergarten re- 
veals that 95 per cent of the 
children have received proctective 
inoculations against diphtheria 
and that 87 per cent were im- 
munized before entering school. 

“Of the total number immun- 
ized, private physicians were re- 
sponsible for 59 per cent. The 
Newton District Nursing Associa- 
tion 15 per cent. Other clinics 
4 per cent and the Health Depart- 
ment 22 per cent. Since 1917 
there has been a gradual and 
steady increase in the number 
inoculated by private physicians, 
from 50 per cent to 59 per cent. 

“The number immunized by the 
Health Department has in the 
same time decreased steadily from 
54 per cent to 22 per cent. This 
would indicate that the service 
rendered by the Health Depart- 
ment achieves its purpose as a 
health educat'on medium in teach- 
ing parents to take their children 
early to their own doctors for this 
protection. There is need now, for 
the promotion of the booster or 
reinforcing inoculation after four 
years and before entrance to 
school.”

0PA To Check 
Regulations in 
Retail Stores 

A drive to enforce OPA regu- 
lations in retail stores in Newton 
was launched Aug. 15 by the War 
Price and Rationing Board, with 
the aid of volunteer assistants. 

The board made the following 
announcement, forwarded by the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce to 
its members: 

"Volunteer assistants of OPA 
price panels will call on retailers 
who carry items covered by ‘MPR 
580.’ With them they will have 
a survey consisting of two parts: 

( 1 ) A series of simple, fair, 
mostly 'yes or no’ questions de- 
signed to show whether the re- 
tailer knows the provisions of 
‘MPR 580’ and is operating in 
compliance with them. 

(2) A list of items on which 
OPA has established specific dol- 
lars-and-cents prices under Sec- 
tion 1.1 of MPR 580, and on which 
the retailer will be cheeked to see 
if his selling prices are in line.” 

At no time in this survey will 
the retailer be asked to show his 
invoices or pricing charts to the 
volunteer.

Further indication of public ap- 
proval of the proposed plan for the 
expansion and modernization of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, for 
which a $2,250,000 building fund 
is being sought, is evident from 
the continuing nnalysis of the re- 
plies to thousands of questionnaires 
sent recently to residents of New- 
ton and Wellesley, it was said to- 
day by Neil Leonard, a member of 
the hospital’s board of trustees 
and ehairman of its building fund 
movement. 

Similar in form to questionnaires 
used in nation-wide polls of public 
opinion, the survey sought views of 
people in the hospital's area of 
service as to the adequacy and ac- 
ceptability of its accommodations 
and facilities. Expressions of op- 
inion on certain nolb”"s and prob- 
lems also were asked for. 

The tabulation of returns, ac- 
cording to Mr. Leonard, shows that 
less than 20 percent of the people 
who have replied thus far think 
that Newton-Wellasley Hospital 
is large enough to serve all who 
may apply for hospital care. In 
answer to a question as to whether 
certain sections or areas of the 
hospital should be modernized and 
enlarged, 03 percent felt thnt this 
should bo done. 

An overwhelming vote of confi- 
dence in Newton-Wellesley Hos- 
pital is shown in the fact that 95 
percent of those who have replied 
believe the hospital is managed 
efficiently, nine out of 10 would go 
there now if they needed hospital 
care, and 89 percent think that 
charges to patients who pay their 
bills are “fair” or “low.” 

‘‘The replies,” Mr. Leonard said, 
“have revealed that there is some 
misconception concerning certain 
policies of the hospital.’* As an 
example, he cited the fact that 31 
percent of the replies indicate :» 
feeling that members of the board 
of trustees receive salaries or fees, 
some other sort of compensation 
or discounts on their own bills. 

“Actually,” Mr. Leona H no ; nt- 
cd out. “the trustees of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital receive no com- 
pensation in any form for their 
services. They are. in every sense, 
trustees for the public.” 

More than half of the people 
who thus far have answered ex- 
pressed the opinion that members 
of the hospital’s medical staff re- 
ceive regular fees or reduced fees 
for their services in treating ward 
patients and out-patients. Hos- 
pital officials said that such is not 
the case, adding that no remuner- 
ation whatsoever is paid members 
of the medical staff for this type 
of service. 

Evidence of what Mr. Leonard 
termed “a definite feeling of per- 
sonal responsibility toward com- 
munity hospitals” was shown, he 
asserted, in the answers to the 
question as to how a large sum of 
money needed for the moderniza- 
tion and enlargement of the hos- 
pital should be sought. Over 60 
percent of those replying said they 
would seek the fund through a pub- 
lic campaign rather than from a 
federal grant or other government- 
| .“.l source. 

Approximately 50 percent of 
those who have participated in the 
survey voluntarily added com- 
ments. as they were asked to do. 
A few found fault, according to 
Mr. Leonard who added that a 
much larger number offered con- 
structive suggestions for the im- 
provement of the hospital and its 
services. 

“The vast majority of those who 
commented,” Mr. Leonard said, 
“took occasion to describe person-

Sunday Operated 
Juke Boxes Must 
Be Licensed 

The State Legislature has passed 
a regulation requiring the licens- 
ing of juke boxes operated on Sun- 
days, and Chief of Police Nicholas 
Veduccio has ordered members of 
the department to enforce the reg- 
ulation. So that all will be ac- 
quainted with fhe new law, Chief 
Veduccio provided each member of 
the force with a copy: 

“Section four of chapter one 
hundred and thirty-six of the Gen- 
eral Laws is hereby amended by 
inserting after the word ‘enter- 
tainment’ in the fifth line, the 
words: including musical enter- 
tainment provided by mechanical 
or electrical means, and by strik- , 
ing out in the seventh line, the 
words ‘to which’ and inserting in 
place thereof the words: whether 
or not, so ns to read as follows: 

“Section 4. Except as provided 
in section one hundred anil five of 
chapter one hundred and forty- 
nine, the mayor of a city or the 
selectmen of a town may, upon 
written application describing the 
proposed entertainment, grant, 
upon such terms or conditions as 
they may prescribe, a license to 
hold on the Lord’s Day a public en- 
tertainment, including musical en- 
tertainment provided by mechani- 
cal or electrical means, in keeping 
with the character of the day and 
not inconsistent with its due ob- 
servance, whether or not admis- 
sion is to be obtained upon pay- 
ment of money or other valuable 
consideration ; provided, that no 
such license shall be granted to 
have effect before one o’clock in the 
afternoon, nor shall it hnve effect 
unless the proposed entertainment 
shall, upon application accompan- 
ied by a fee of two dollars, have 
been approved in writing by the 
commissioner of public safety as 
being in keeping with the charac- 
ter of the day and not inconsistent 
with its due observance. Any such 
license may, after notice and a 
hearing given by the mayor or sel- 
ectmen, issuing the same, or by 
said commissioner, he suspended, 
revoked or annulled hy the officer 
or board giving the hearing.” 


Slight Decrease in 
City's Assessed Polls 

The Board of Assessors have 
compiled the number of assessed 
polls in Newton as 17,713 compared 
with 17,812 last year. 5,746 serv- 
icemen hnve been exempted from 
poll tax assessments, 1,000 more . 
than in the previous year, the ex- 
act figure recorded then as 4,746.

"With the lifting of gas rationing ami the removal of the 
thirty-five-mile speed limit, any motorist can now proceed to 
drive his car promptly into the junk pile and himself into oblivion 
unless he sits down with himself and decides what speed his 
old tires, springs, bearings, axles, etc., will stand and how long 
they will stand the strain of peace-time driving." stated Philip 
< . Thibodeau, General Manager of the Automobile Legal Asso- 
ciation today. 

During t he war. the preservation of transportation was a 
necessary problem. It is -till a problem but now every auto 
owner becomes his own personal rationing board. He aHso be- 
comes his own executioner unless he drives the old jalopy with 
the tender care its advanced years deserve. Xo one knows the 
breaking point of an old car that is suddenly whipped tip to 
pre-war speeds. Therefore every car should be driven judi- 
ciously until it can be replaced with a new model which will 
tnot be for a considerable time in the future for most of us. 
Every motorist is urged to continue to drive at a moderate speed 
to: i ll save the car and i;2l prevent prompt slaughter by the 
roadside. 

"Even relatively new ears with low mileage should be driven 
slowly.” said Thibodeau, "because an old crate with a broken 
down axle or a blown-out tire may meet you broadside around 
the next corner and the chances of sudden death increase tre- 
mendously with the speed of the car.” 



Lt. Col. Ruby Gets 
Legion of Merit 

Lt. Ced. Richard G. Ruby. 30, 
USMC. son of Mrs. Hr /.el M. Ruby 
of Hyde street, -Newton Highlands, 
and a member of the law firm of 
Samuel I-. Bailen of Boston, has 
been awarded the Legion of Merit 
for ‘ taming the worst beaches of 
Iwo Jima” and converting embank- 
ments of death spitting sniper 
nests to "gentle slopes up which 
tons of equipment could travel to 
the front lines." 

A dispatch from the Pacific 
•tates : 

"From his command post on a 
half-smashed Japanese pillbox on 
the beach came decisions and or- 
ders which built roadways up the 
volcanic terraces, stockpiled 
equipment, mined the earth which 
was used to rebuild airfields of 
Iwo Jima, and brought ammuni- 
tions, food and medical supplies 
ashore. He often supervised this 
work under murderous mortar fire 
Which raked the beach for more 
than a week. 

"He personally directed con- 
duction of roads from the beach- 
es inland over sharp, rising ter- 
races of volcanic ash that made 
possible the landing of heavy 
equipment and motor transport. 
UVIany times he exposed himself to 
enemy fire in maintaining the flow 
of men and materiel inland across 
the beaches." 

A citation from Lt.-Col. Hol- 
land M. Smith states: 

"During the training and plan- 


ning phase preceding the opera- 
tion Lt.-Col. Ruby was responsi- 
! ble for the organization and train- 
ing of the division shore party. 
Landing early on Feb. 20. 1945, 

; he assumed control of the division 
| shore party and despite heavy cas- 
i ualties, particularly to key per- 
i sonnel, lie quickly reorganized his 
forces to obtain a maximum de- 
j gree of efficiency.” 

Lt. Ruby was graduated from 
Dartmouth College and Harvard 
: Law School. He served on Guad- 
alcanal, Roi-Namur, Saipan and 
Tinian and has been awarded the 
i Bronze Star Medal and a letter 
of commendation. He also has 
the Presidential Unit Citations 
and two stars. His wife is the

Past, Preienl and Fntnre 

Standing in the lobby of the 
Hotel Touraine at midnight on 
Aug. 14. amidst all the noise and 
confusion of the greatest celebra- 
tion Dame Boston lias ever staged, 
it seemed to your columnist as 
tho' the past, present and future 
were suddenly merged into one. A 
few minutes before, at the nearby 
Stage Door Canteen, swarms of 
soldiers, saviors and marines had 
been making whoopie. The accent 
there was on the present and the 
fun to be had. At the hotel there 
was another note to the festivities, 
a more sober note of relief ami 
gratitude that is was . all over. 
Could it have been that I was 
watching oMthers and Fathers 
whose boys would shortly be com- 
ing home for good? 

Later, out on the crowded streets 
again and try mg to compare Aug. 
14, 1945 with Nov 11, 1918, when 
1 was on the same spot, on a brief 
leave from Camp Devens, I seem- 
ed to detect still another note. 
What was it? Was it uncertainty 
as to the immediate future or, 
perhaps, the more distant future? 
Was it concern over possible un- 
employment when some millions 
of our fighting men are discharged 
or was it a vague dread in con- 
nection with the future use or 
misuse of that fiendish atomic 
bomb? It is hard to say. This 
much, however, was obvious. Most 
of those who were celebrating to 
the utter limit of their strength 
must have realized that the joy- 
ous today would soon be gone and 
a more serious and solemn to- 
morrow would take its place. 

We all know, of course, that 
there were thousands upon thou- 
sands of earnest citizens who im- 
mediately went to the church of 
their choice and gave thanks to 
their Maker for the end of the most 
horrible war in all history. Other 
thousands listened to the radio. 
Incidentally, those who tuned in 
last Sunday evening to the special 
broadcast by Orson Welles and 
Olivia de Haviland received a 
thrill they will never forget. Let 
us hope that the script will be 
published later on. * This program 
was a prayer of thanksgiving, a 
stirring tribute to our armed 
forces and a challenge to the rest 
of us here at home. 

Postwar Altitudes 

Our post-war problems are stag- 
gering. both in number and com- 
plexity. As your columnist views 
the situation, the gravest problem 
is that of unemployment. That 
leads me to a thought which 1 
think might well be emphasized 
in the days ahead. Granted that 
there will be considerable unem- 
ployment for a few months or even 
a year or more, is it not true that 
the bulk of it wiJl inevitably be 
alleviated even before reconversion 
is an accomplished fact? Just 
think of all the concerns which 
have been operating short-handed 
for several years, expressing their 
regret that they could not give 
customers prompt service due to 
shortage of manpower. In that 
category we have a multitude of 
small stores, garages, gas stations 
and countless other "little bu- 
sinesses.” 

Again, think of the vast army 
of people who went into war plants 
only to help out the war effort or 
because extra money was needed 
while the head of the house was 
in the armed forces. Will not 
many of these workers be return- 
ing to their homes very soon, even 
if war work does no; cease over- 
night ? 

May I now call attention to one 
of the gravest problems ahead of 
us. especially to the leaders of 
industry and labor? I refer to 
the necessary readjustment to civil 
life of many thousands of workers, 
many of them young men and 
women, who have been earning an 
abnormally large wage, SOLELY 
because of thg war. Taking a big 
cut in pay i.- going to be tough. 
How many will be good scouts and 
take the'r medicine? 

You and I are coming face to 
face with this problem right now. 
Are we due for a painful surprise 
when we innocently attempt to 
make some much-needed house re- 
pairs? Will we bt^ told regret- 
fully that former employees do 
not seem to be interested in com- 
ing back to their old jobs at ap- 
proximately the same wages? If 
1 am correct ami if this is what 
we must expect for a considerable 
period, what are we going to do 
about it? Will WE be good scouts, 
too ? 

The above problem might be one 
for the abnut-to-be created State 
Department of Commerce t<» han- 
dle in the near future. All c'ty 
and state authorities should also 
give it immediate consideration.

Jane — That’s swell. Junior wants to be in on it too. Many 
hands speed up the job. The shorter the journey between the 
garden and the eanner. the better the results. They will have 
a fresher flavor this winter and fewer vitamins will he lost. 

Bill — Yes. here’s an article on "Canning Freshness” in the 
paper, .lust what you've been talking about. Want to hear it? 

Jane — Sure. 

Bill — (Reading from newspaper): 

1. "Put up only firm, ripe fruit: young tender vegetables. 
No canning magic exists which can bring old tough beets or 
snap beans back to youth again. Neither will canning improve 
hard green fruit, nor bruised or overripe fruit or tomatoes. In 
fact, a little damaged food can cause spoilage of a whole can- 
ning batch. 

2. "Count canning time accurately. Allow the full time 
advised for processing, and then lose no time in removing jars 
from the boiling water bath. With a pressure cooker, used 
for canning non-acid vegetables*, follow carefully directions for 
opening eanner, then take the jars out promptly. To let jars 
linger inside the eanner gives them more cooking than needed. 

3. "Store immediately after canning in a cool dark place. 
Warmth and light tend to increase the loss of vitamins, and 
color as well. 

4. "Use during current year. Longer storage is not un- 
safe. if foods are properly canned, sealed airtight, and stored 
well, hut canned foods decrease in quality and food value as 
time goes on.” 

Jane — Good advice, Bill. I like to open a can of vegetables 
in tin* winter and feel that it. has all its original food value 
possible and that it tastes as if it, just came from the garden.

"Psychological warfare did save 
American lives because it was a 
factor in causing the surrender of 
enemy troops” was die substance 
of a talk to members of the New- 
ton Rotary Club by Dr. William 
Locke who for 22 months was at- 
tached as a civilian to the psy- 
chological warfare work of the 
United States Army in France. 
Dr. Locke related some of his ex- 
periences with propaganda teams 
at the front where leaflets were 
printed from mobile units and 
shot into the enemy lines by the 
artillery. 

The whole beginning of psycho- 
logical warfare had its start in 
t lie ()ffice of War Information to 
which Dr. Locke was attached. 
They in turn furnished propagan- 
da teams for the various armies. 
Much of the composition for leaf- 
lets used by the artillery was 
done on the spot and as a result 
of knowledge gained from the 
prisoners captured in certain 
sectors. 

Dr. Locke is assuming his po- 
sition this month as professor of 
modern languages at M.I.T. He 
is a product of the Newton schools, 
Exeter Academy, and Harvard 
University. While attached to the 
Army he saw service in France, 
Holland, and Germany.

Civil Service 
Applications from 
Veterans Only 

Until further notice the United 
States Civil Service Commission 
will not receive any applications 
for employment in the Federal 
service except from those veteran? 
who have the right to have exam- 
inations^ reopened for them. 

The Commission has taken this 
step, according to a statement is- 
sued today, in order to make sure 
that any vacancies which develop 
in the Federal service will be fill- 
ed either by returning veterans 
or by persons who are about to bp 
or have been separated from other 
positions in the Federal service. 

"The Federal Government a? an 
employer.” stated the Commission. ; 
“must set the example in provid- 
ing the members of the armed 
forces who are coming through our 
separation center? today with the 
maximum possible opportunities 
for employment.” 

“Also, the Federal Government 
is determined not to put itself in 
a position where it is discharging 
persons in one part of the Federal 
service and .at the same time, hir- 
ing persons from the outside to 
fill similar positions in another 
part of the Federal service.’’ 

Where the supply of returning 
veterans and the supply of per- 
sons involved in reductions-in-force 
| in the Federal service are not suf- 
ficient to fill vacancies, the Com- 
■ mission’s Regional Directors have 
! been authorized to lift the ban on 
receipt of applications. In certain 
j occupational areas, such action 
| will be taken very promptly after 
' the Commission’s Field Officials 
have had the opportunity of ap- 
praising the situation which con- 
fronts them as a result of the 
cessation of hostilities. 

"It would be a complete waste 
of time, energy and money for the 
Commission to continue to receive 
applications for limited appoint- 
I monts from persons who are out- 
side of the Federal service, and 
who are non-veterans, if the needs 
! of service can be met by return- 
ing veterans and those who are 
now on the Federal payroll," the 
Commission pointed out. 

"All of our resources must be 
available for the orderly handling 
of reductions-in-force. the prompt 
, transfer of persons "ho are laid 
off to other agencies which may be 
, looking for persons with their 
: qualifications, and the administra- 
tion of the Veterans' Preference 
, Act of 1944.”

many private rooms may be dedi- 
cated, and $1,800 will provide a 
bod in a children’s unit. 

Mr. Leonard explained that 
.subscriptions to the hospital build- 
ing fund are deductible under the 
federal income tax laws. The gov- 
ernment authorizes such deduc- 
tions up to five percent of net tax- 
able income in the cose of corpora- 
tions and 15 percent in the case of 
individuals. Pledges are payable 
in six equal installments spaced at 
four month intervals, thus per- 
mitting income tax deductions in 
three calendar years. 

To aid subscribers in determin- 
ing the tnx savings made possible 
by subscriptions under the mem- 
orial plan, the committee has pre- 
pared a schedule of deductions 
which show, in many cases, that 
the government assumes the maj- 
or share of a memorial gift. 

"There are no finer memorials 
in the world," Mr. Leonard said, 
"than those which have been creat- 
ed on our American community 
hospitals. In looking forward to 
the day when the greater Xewtftn- 
Wellesley Hospital is a reality, it 
is our hope and expectation that 
the memorial tablets dedicating 
units, sections and floors will com- 
prise a representative record of 
those families who have made ) 
Newton and Welleseley what they 
are today.” 

For the duration of the Com- 
munity Chest campaign the mem- 
orial gifts committee will refrain 
from making further presenta- 
tions of the plan to prospective 
subscribers, it was said.

Piisoners of War 
Praise Y.M.C.A. 

— o — 

Nine senior officers of the Ar- 
my Air Forces who had been pri- 
soners of war in Germany declar- 
ed that the “fine mental and phy- 
sical condition” of recently return- 
ed captured airmen was due in 
large measure to the relief fur- 
nished by the Y.M.C.A. War Pri- 
soners’ Aid. 

Their statement, made public by 
Clnrence R. Mease, General Sec- 
retary of the Newton Y.M.C.A., 
was transmitted by General H. H. 
Arnold, commanding the Army 
Air Forces. 

“The exceptional religious, rec- 
reational, educational, and other 
facilities furnished the Allied Pri- 
soners of War by your organiza- 
tion assisted considerably in alle- 
viating the burdens of the prison- 
ers. It would be difficult, if not 
impossible, to estimate the true 
value and importance of this note- 
worthy undertaking,” was stated 
in the letter by General Arnold. 

In concluding their tribute the 
officers declared: 

"We cannot commend and praise 
the Y.M.C.A. too much for the 
mngnificent. work they performed 
for the* prisoners of war and wo 
hold that it was largely through 
their efforts that the officers of 
the AAF prisoners of war return- 
ed to the United States in such 
fine mental and physical condition.” 

Beside Brig. Gen. Vanaman, who 
was the highest ranking American 
prisoner of war, the commendation 
was signed by Cols. A. Y. Smith, 
Charles G. Goodrich. Daniel W. 
Jenkins, Darr H. Alkire, Delmar 
T. Spivey, Jean R. Byerly, Einir 
A. Malmslrom and Lt. Col. Fran- 
cis S. Gabreski. who was one of 
the nation's leading aces in the 
European Theater.

Urge Children 
Be Immunized 
Against Diphtheria 

— o — 

A warning to have all uninocu- 
lated Bay State children immunized 
against diphtheria before they re- 
turn to school was issued today 
by State Public Health Commis- 
sioner Dr. Vlado A. Getting as the 
possibility of disease outbreaks 
which have occurred in other parts 
of the country appeared less re- 
mote to public health authorities 
here. 

“The moving of families from 
one locality to another,” Dr. Get- 
ting said, “intensified by the end 
of the war — has greatly increased 
the danger of Massachusetts chil- 
dren contracting not only diphthe- 
ria but other serious communicable 
j diseases. 

“Thus far this year 127 prevent- 
able cases of diphtheria have al- 
! 2 ady been reported in Massachu- 
setts. Unless parents take imme- 
] diate steps to have their children 
' inoculated against this and other 
1 diseases, we may be in danger of 
' serious outbreaks.” 

“Unfortunately too many Bay 
State children have never been 
protected against communicable 
1 diseases. This is in spite of the 
fact that there are immunizing 
agents available in every commu- 
nity throughout the State to pre- 
vent smallpox, diphtheria, and 
| other diseases.” 

Three injections of toxoid will 
make most children immune 
against diphtheria. Others will 
j need additional injections. Inocu- 
, lations may be given at the doc- 
tor’s office or at immunization 
| clinics held by local boards of 
health.

NatioMl Politic! 

President Truman is rapidly 
nearing the end of his political 
honeymoon. Shortly after Con- 
gress convenes on Sept. 5 he will 
find that the G.O.P. sharp-shooters, 
among others, will hnve no hesita- 
tion in crossing swords with him. 
This will apply both to foreign and 
domestic matters. 

The most embarrassing situation 
appears to he cutting-off of Lend- 
Lease, especially ns this applies to 
Great Britain. Technically speak- 
ing, we are warranted in terminat- 
ing Lend-Lense the moment the 
war is officially declared to be 
terminated. Few, if any, will dis- 
pute that statement. However, the 
issue lies deeper than that. We 
have a heavy moral obligation t« 
do everything within reason to 
stand back of Great Britain in her 
trying days of reconstruction and 
rehabilitation. Let us never forget 
that there was a time when our 
Mother country stood alone bet- 
ween th® United States and Adolph 
Hitler. If Great Britain had fail- 
ed. what would have happened to 
us, feverishly engaged in arming 
ourselves in a mad race against 
time? It is my opinion, therefore, 
that we should do everything in 
our power to assist our oldest ally 
in the difficult years ahead, PRO- 
VIDED that we do not jeopardize 
the welfare of our own citizens. 
My guess is that Congress will 
eventually decide to lend money to 
Great Britain at a very low rate 
of interest. 

Other grave problems of foreign 
policy which cry out for solution 
are our future relations with Rus- 
sia, with special reference to the 
delicate question of free elections 
in European countries, the proper 
handling of the Argentine problem, 
the delegation of specific powers 
to our delegate to the United 
Nations Security Council, our at- 
titude to the Chinese Communists 
and our relations with France. The 
recent visit of General De Gaulle 
seems to have proved beneficial. 
Is it not up to all of us to give our 
very best thought to all these mat- 
ters and then to contact ous Con- 
gressman. lion. Christian A. Her- 
ter, and give him the benefit of 
our ideas? 

As for the domestic situation, 
let us hope that the high-command 
of the G.O.P. will NOT indulge in 
partisan sniping against the ad- 
ministration just for the sake of 
making political capital before the 
1946 Congressional elections. On 
the other hand, let us hope that 
President Truman and his leaders 
in Congress will not attempt to 
stifle the expression of honest and 
fair criticism of administration 
policies. Now that the war is 
over, there is no further excuse 
for shutting off debate on such 
matters as Pearl Harbor and the 
cause of the fiasco there in De- 
cember, 1941. Let us have the 
truth about Pearl Harbor and let 
us have it soon. The President 
appears to be in sympathy with 
this attitude. 

Mr. Truman has shrewdly drawn 
the teeth of the opposition on a 
number of important domestic is- 
sues. I have in mind the reorgan- 
ization of the executive depart- 
ment, the closing-up of numerous 
war-time agencies and t he relax a-

Canberra, killing one offi- 
cer and 22 men and injur- 
ing 10 others. The boiler 
rooms of the ship were de- 
stroyed and the engine 
rooms temporarily flooded. 
INo other rasualties were 
suffered by the Canberra 
during her 8 months of ac- 
tion in the Pacific. 

During another attack by enemy 
planes on October 16, 50 of which 
were downed by carrier plane.;, 
the Canberra shot down one of 
two that broke through, making 
six Rising Sun flags for the cruis- 
ers’ bridge. The other plane man- 
aged to score a hit on the U.S.S. 
Houston, which had been crippled 
in a previous attack the day after 
the Canberra had been hit. 

From the time of her commis- 
sioning until shortly after her re- 
turn to Boston for permanent re- 
pairs the U.S.S. Canberra was 
commanded by Captain Alexan- 
der R. Early, USN of Washing- 
ton, D. C. She is now under the 
command of Captain Russel M. 
Ihrig, USN. of Salt Lake City, 
Utah and Montebello, California. 
With the latest guns, radar and 
other equipment the Canberra will 
sail onee more from Boston into 
peaceful waters.

Henry Fuller, John C. Potter Sr., 
George W. Bacon, Henry Chaffin, 
and Edwin A. Smallwood. A new 
meeting house was erected on the 
old site and the cornerstone laid 
on April 5, I860, at which time 
the box containing historical docu- 
ments was deposited in the 
foundation of the first meeting 
house by the founders in 1845, 
was sealed into the foundation of 
the second Church. History re- 
cords that “the day was delight- 
ful, being so warm that many who 
arrived in sleighs returned home 
over hare ground.” 

The new edifice, large and com- 
manding, was constructed of wood 
and in dimensions was 128 feet 
long by 72 feet in width. In the 
front «n Centre street were two 
towers, the northerly 95 feet high, 
and the southerly with its spire 
rising 218 feet. In the latter was 
a fine tone bell weighing about 
3500 pounds and a four-dialed 
dock. The auditorium was laid 
out with three aisles and the rows 
of straight pews accommodated 
about 1000 persons. The total cost 
of the building was $41,062.21. 

In July, 1879, a committee was 
appointed to make repairs and im- 
provements in the meeting house. 
The handsome organ was relo- 
cated, its music power increased, 
and finished with a front of hand- 
somely decorated pipes. The wall* 
on both sides were richly orna- 
mented with arched mouldings of 
black walnut, a choir gallery for 
fifty persons was erected. By re- 
arrangement of the pews the au- 
ditorium capacity was increased 
to 1290. These and other renova- 
tions were done at a cost of $7,- 
074.57. Dr. Joshua W. Wellman, 
who had served as the second min- 
ister of the Church from 1851 
until 1873, was replaced by Dr. 
Samuel M. Freeland, who served 
the fast-growing Church until 
1878. Rev. Wolcott Calkins was 
installed as pastor on February. 
1880, which was the beginning of 
a long and fruitful service in the 
life of Eliot Church.

The Fusion of Faith and Culture 

— In the Light ol the Atomic Bomb — 

A sermon by 

THE REV. McILYAR HAMILTON LICHUTER 
Delivered nt the NewtonvilIe»Went Newton l nlon Services at the 
Central Congregational Church, Newtonvllle on Sunday, Aug. 26, 1945 

In an old diary of travel there is a single sentence which sets 
the imagination on Are. It is found in the 16th chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles nt the 10th verse: "And nfer lie had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavored to go into Macedonia." 

Just an incident of travel, that’s all, but looking at it across 
the vista of the centuries tfotso few cnsunl words uncover the strategy 
i of Religion in its impact upon the paganism of Europe. 

Notice the peculiar switch in the pronouns. "And after he Had 
| seen the vision, we . . ." We know instantly who "he" was. This j 
page of the diary opens at the beginning of Paul’s Mcond missionary 
| journey in the year 49. Buffeted by the spirit of Jesus and turned 
back at the frontier of Bithynia, Paul had reached the seaport town 
of Troas. A man of Macedonia stood before him, in a striking 
! vision, with an urgent entreaty: "Come over into Macedonia and 
| help us.” 

The whole dramatic story is wrapped up in a little word of two 
letters, the first personal pronoun, plural, nominative ease. "We 
immediately endeavored to go into Macedonia. WE — that is to say, 
Paul — a Jewish scholar, and Luke — a Greek doctor. The Professor 
of Divinity in the University of Cambridge goes so fan as to say 
that "it was the precise combination of Hebrew religion and Greek 
science which gave to Christianity its compelling power, and won 
Europe for the fgith." 

Is that an over-simplification of the historical process? I think 
not, especially if we rephrase the symbolism* and broaden its base, j 
Paul represents, not Hebrew religion alone, but all the spiritual ! 
forces released into the world in Jesus of Nazareth, lie was a 
trained minister, a product of the rabbinical schools, a man with a 
memorable experience of conversion and an ardent advocate. Luke 
may very well be the symbol of the whole sweep of Greek culture, 
science, philosopry, art and creative literature. He was a trained 
physician, and a cultured citizen of the world. He had a passion 
for facts, an enthusiasm for ordered knowledge, and an eagerness 
to submit theory to the test of experience. These two well-qualified 
men were bound together by a common loyalty to Christ and, in 
their active partnership, we find the effective fusion of faith and 
culture. 

Tlie partnership of which we speak this morning is Religion 
and Science, as a phase of the broader fusion of Faith and Culture. 
The emphasis is on the word "and.” Not one or the other, not each 
suspicious of each other, not each hostile to the other, but marching 
shoulder to shoulder. Professor Charles E. Raven says definitely 
concerning the early partnership of Paul and Luke: "Together they 
plunged into a worltl of seething hopes and impalpable yearnings 
and religious ferment and, within three centuries, superseded the 
nr^htiest empire of antiquity." Together, they saved Europe then. 
Religion and Science, Faith and Culture, united today will save the 
world now, and nothing else can! 

THE SWINGING PENDULUM 

Unfortunately, that happy comradeship did not last. To use 
Matthew Henry’s familiar phrase — it was too good to be true. The 
Church rejected the legacy of Greece and wedded its dull, uninspired 
theology to the legalism of Rome. It turned its back upon Clement, 
Origen and Pclagius, the very flower of the Greek spirit, and sur- 
rendered to Tertullian and Augustine. The ecclesiastical machine 
moved forward under regimentation, but the light went out for cen- 
turies and the human warmth was lost. 

From that time down to the present, the history of corporate 
religion has been the history of shifting alliances. The pendulum 
of emphasis has swung from one side to the other. There were 
long periods marked by the effective fusion of Culture and Faith, 
and equally long periods when they were poles apart. It is true 
that, in almost every century, a few men of commanding intellect j 
have, in their own lives, embodied this union. Men, distinguished ! 
in Science and Letters have humbly accepted the disciplines of Re- ■ 
ligion, and devoted Churchmen have gratefully accepted the postu- 
lates of Science. I am not now speaking of conspicuous individuals. 

I am thinking of the shifting alliances of the corporate Church. One 
must risk a broad and rather dogmatic generalization: When the 
Church was in alliance with the best and most critical contem- 
porary thought, it triumphed. When it rejected liberal scholarship 
and turned against Science, it failed. 

Volumes have been written on the conflict between Religion and 
Science. For those who are interested, a small volume appeared 
a year or two ago which summarizes this struggle: "Science, Re- 
ligion and the Future” by Dr. Charles E. Raven, Master of Christ 
i College and Professor of Divinity in the University of Cambridge, 
i It is well worth reading and study. 

There was a time when as the pendulum swung in one direction, 
men of science were imprisoned, tortured and often martyred. In 
later years, they were treated as heretics reject. Religious fanatick, 

; for example, forced a scientific study of Evolution out of the schools 
i of one of our States. On the other hand, when the pendulum swung 
I to the opposite extreme, religious liberalism surrendered to Science 
with a resultant Humanism which was barren of spiritual power. I 
When there has been a fusion of Religion and Science, of Culture ! 
and Faith, there has been both intellectual and spiritual progress, j 
| Somewhere, there is a sensible middle-of-the-road attitude,, a spirit ; 

] of give and take, or a working partnership which may repeat the 
triumphs of Luke and Paul. 

; 

THE ATOMIC BOMB 

That brings us squarely up against the present dilemma. Except 
| in ignorant and fanatical circles, there is no religious attack upon 
: Science, and Science is not openly hostile to Religion. It is just 
indifferent. Religion is the great irrelevance. "The struggle be- 
j science and morals." says Norman Cousins, "that Henry Thomas 
Buckle foresaw a century ago has all been won by science." 

There was, a< everybody knows, a wide gap between Culture as 
symbolized by Science, and Religion as symbolized by the Church. 
Until August 5, 1945! Put that date down in your book of Memory 
as the opening of what "The Christian Century" called a new epoch 
in the history of war, of science, and perhaps of the human race. 
The atomic bomb which wiped our Hiroshima awakened repercus- 
sions in the easy-going, complacent, compromising conscience of 
this age. 

Certainly not in the history of modern times have we faced such 
a moral dilemma as we face today. Men of Science and men .of 
Religion are not only deeply disturbed but really frightenej. Can 
such a force as we have unleashed be kept under control? Let me 
summarize a number of the reactions noted in the last two weeks. 

There were military men, thinking in terms of security, who 
could foresee bases with emplacements for huge rocket type atomic 
bombs pointing toward every capital in the world, scores of them 
to be hurtled against any natron which threatened our security. 
They were sensible enough to know that the secret cannot be monopo- 
lized, and that similar rocket missiles may be aimed at us. It would 
be the crowning irony of History to witness such an attempt of 
civilization to destroy itself. Peace of this sort is merely the equili- 
brium of Fear. One could not bless: it with the words of the Christmas 
evangel: "Glory to God in the highest; and on earth, pence among 
men of good will.” 

That was one reaction. There was another, much more sig- 
nificant. One of the greatest editorials of our time, written by 
Norman Cousins, appeared in the "Saturday Review of Literature" 
on August 18 and was reproduced on the last page of the "New 
' Herald-Tribune” on August 23. Mr. Cousins sees only two 
alternatives : world government or a complete emancipation from 
Science and a reversion to type with man becoming again what he 
was 10,000 years before Christ. 

Mr. Cousins went deeper than that. The atomic bomb, as he 
considers it, will compel us to ask why it is that since man’s appear- 
ance on earth as a functioning unit some 50,000 years ago, there 
have been not more than an aggregate of 300 years of peace. Is 
war so inherent in human nature that, at heart, we really like war 
for its glamor, for its profits, its moral liconse and its release of 
men from the normal responsibilities of community life, for its 
promise of insurance and pensions and indemnities? Is it possible 
that we are killers by nature and that the wiping out of two cities 
by two bomb- satisfied the sadistic instincts of men? We can’t 
j very well say "animal” instincts for while animals do kill each other 
] on occasion, there are only two species which organize killing into 
actual war — ants and men. # 

Over at Harvard, we got another reaction. This was from Pro- 
fessor Hooton who is certain that this is too dangerous a weapon 
to be in the hand- of men at their present stage of moral develop- 
ment. Then, he raised a que.-tion which I ant sure has been in our 
minds as well. Would a ttation be as willing to spend 52, 000, 000, 000 ' 
, fur a study of heredity'.’ Several men have asked substantially the 
■a me quo tion. Would the Congress appropriate two billion dollars 
for research in cancer, heart disease, dementis pruecox, nephritis, 
leukemia, nplaMir anemia—- or a -core of other diseases? Billions 
for war, only paltry thousands for health! You can realize I know 
now difficult it would !»*• to get the cost of one huge battleship applied 
to the cause of # Education. Until we can somehow reverse our scale 
of value , we cannot hope for the kind of peace that will last. 

1 must not labor tin* point. What I am trying to say is that 
the atomic bomb ha faced us with a moral dilemma of almost cosmic 
proportions. The scientists who are responsible for this agency of 
i destruction are deeply coruterned about its control. Many of them 
are conservative as to the practical use of atomic energy for pur- 
poses of peace. Even if a way is found to transform this energy, 
would it not be stilled as u matter of politics by those who control 
| the coal, the oil and electric power? 

THE CHALLENGE TO THE CHURCH 
It ough to be obvious that this whole situation is a challenge

<dd way. with no griping program of moral culture, with no critical

to find a formula for the fusion of Religion and Science, will sign 
its own death warrant. We are facing a situation more tragic than 
the Church has faced since the early centuries. I do not mean that 
Ministers must preach on the atomic bomb or that this one incident 
should be emphasized until people are weary. I do mean that a 
study of what human nature is and how it may he changed, and 
preaching which will uncover the basic moral realities and exalt 
the higher values — is t|ie vital business of the Church. 

Obviously, moral ideals have not kept pace with scientific achieve- 
ment. We need the fusion of Faith and Cultifte. I accept the thesis 
that mutual fear alone will not maintain peace. I am convinced 
that the* atomic bomb has made the Charter of the United Nations 
seem like a kindergarten effort toward world peace unless we can 
implement some effective measure of control. 1 am inclined to march 
with those who feel that we must find some effective form of world 
government, or resign ourselves to a century of conflict. There are 
some who go so far as to say that we must choose between some sort 
of ration al , democratic collectivism in life or face collectivism in 
death. I am convinced that Religion and Science may be united 
in an effort to secure peace and human welfare. Paul nnd Luke 
must somehow get together again. 

Now is the time! Scientists are deeply concerned about the 
mastery of atomic energy and will bo increasingly open-minded 
toward moral controls. Men of the Church know that Religion itself 
is doomed if we cannot deflect the trend toward war. 

Another great editorial on this theme appeared in "The Chris- 
tian Century” and I pass on the Editor’s searching questions as we 
go: "Dare we believe that the awe ami foreboding with which scien- 
tista and common people contemplate the ntomic force now available 
for man foreshadow a new understanding between science atvl the 
Christian faith? An era in which Greek and Hebrew traditions will 
he reunited? An era in which t he untrammeled march of science 
will he accompanied by the march of man toward justice and mercy 
and deeper reverence in his social and international institutions no 
less than in his personal life? An era in which man will be worthy 
to hold the power which science gives him? The final answer to 
these longings is in the keeping of the Christian church.”
